It was five o'clock in.the afternoon when

It was too late to think of transferring our 
luggage to Ta-m>1-san, tuined though it was, 
in hope af finding. them there, ..The o ly 
thing to be: done was to sond ont acouts in 
various directions aad, by such mesna if 
possible, find and bring the party to Fan- 
ta, Several of the villagers atarted ‘ont to 
search for the tissing company, They 
came back in the course of an hour saying 
thats horseman had boen seen on the main 
road going rapidly in the direction of Nam- 
fong. This was the only information we 
could obtain, and with it we had, perforce 
to be sstisfied. Personally I had no reason 
te complain of discomfort or lack of accom- 
modation for myself and those with me, 
Tho main part of the luggage, containing all 
the provisions and all the bedding, was with 
us; but it was 6 serious matter to the other, 
patty, nearly all -of whom wore suffering 
rom. malaria, to ba compelled to spend the. 

night witbout proper fdcd or abelter, 
the village ‘of Han-ta contained about a 
dozen hotines.

‘We soon met 
in the Chapal at Ndm-faog and assailed 
each other with a host of questions, - My- 
tual explanations followed, and’ when the 
facts wars known, it appoared that the 
Loos had persistently disobeyed orders, and 
instead of acting us guides, thought only of 
_keaping-togethor-themaalves.‘Thaie reports 
to me from time to time, of the immediate 
approach of tho ‘roar column’ were con- 


-| tinuously false, My friend had seen nothing 


of them, after leaving Ka-la in the morning. 
About noon ‘the last of hia Chineso bearers 
had broken down, when, fortunately, he 
had mot the big Les we had seen, ' who 
carried the load and acted as guide. Under 
his direction the whole party reached Oht- 
neo territory Iate in the evening, whero 
they found accommodation in a Ohinese 
inn, while my friend apurred on his horse 
and reached the Chapel in Néim-fung at 
sight o'clock, 

he wisdom of taking the shortest way 
homo from Ndam-lo. was now sbundantly 
avident. The sévero fever which had 
smitten every one of the party, oxcopt the 
iter, would, without doubt, have dovel- 
‘oped on the other side of the Island where 
without any proper meas of reat and sud- 
cot, it would have moat seriously hindered: 
our progress. I was tho only fortunate 
ona of the party in this respect, having at 
the outstart adopted the precaution of 
taking a few graina of quinine every mor- 
ning, 20 that while all the others suffered 

‘goveroly, I was aa fresh at the ond a9 on 
the day we act outs 

Our five Lees, were pretty tired and 
sore. They wore evidently unaccustomed 
tosuch work, We gave thom tha means 
of procuring a good dinner, and were amused 
at tho reporta which our Ohivese friends 
brought na, during the course of tho feast, 
of tha quantities of pork, fish, rice, vegata- 
bles, wine, etc., they disposed of. They 
wera evidently wall pleased with the treat- 
mont they recoived at our hands, I took 
a special fancy. to the son of our “host at 
Tat-po and wishod it had bees possible to 
bring him to Canton to be educated ond 
sont back to his poople. He was so bright 
and intelligent. so manly and well behaved, 
showing unusual capacity and many attrac- 
tive qualities in charactor and mannors, 

The impressions raceived on our former 
visit of the Lees :—thoir friendliness ; their 
hospitality ; their readiness to receive mis- 
sionaries and others, snd the promise of 
auecessful Christian work among them, 
wore strongly confirmed by our experiences 
in the past few weeks. Ww longed to see 
the dsy when Christian teachers should be 
sent among them to educate, Christianize 
und civilize them, It is gratifying to 
iknow that this desiro so strongly felt is 
[now being realized ina measure,” At Nam~ 
fung, the chief mart of trade with tho Leas 
on the Weatern border of their territory, a 
chapel has been opened. which forms 
an excellent basis from which to work into 
the interior. 

Unfortunately at the time of our visit a 
few months previous, the country had been 
in a very unsettled state, on account of the 
depredations of numercus bands of rob- 
bers, These baoda of border ruffiana were 
mainly composed of outlawed Chinese who 
fled into the Lec‘eonntry to escape arreat 
and ponishment. At various points they 
‘formed the nuclei of rebellion, drawing to 
their companies a numorous following from 
disaflscted Chinese on the one hand and 
Leeson tha other, The country had suf- 
fered yreatly from the tiolence of these 
powerful bands. To such a length had 
thoy carried their depredations,—burning, 
robbing, killiog and desclating the coun- 
try—that the Chinese Government has 
taken the matter up seriously sand sent 


the hardship of military oconpation. The 
soldiers harassed the people in many ways, 
Tho shopkvepers found it unanfe to leave 
their shops for en hour lest somo of these 
so-called protectors should enter and ap- 
propriate whatever they could lay their 
hands upon, The drought continued aod 
increased the general distross. The soldiers 
agsumad control of the wolls- jn the neigh- 
borhiood and only allowod the pcoplo to 
‘draw water at: certain tines and then only 
slimited.amount. .. These soldiers came con- 
stantly to the chapel, and made themselves 
% source of avnoyance towvéry.one. One 
day the Hakka preacher came into our room 
and said that several of these soldiers were 
sitting in the pulpit using very bad 
Jangnoge, and refused to leave. My friend 
was greatly incensed at this; and going into 
the chapel ejected them from the pulpit, 
and laying firm hands ypon two of them 
marched them up the strect,to the camp, 
and into the very presence of the couuan- 
der, to whom he banded thom over after 
stating their offence. The officer smiled at 
this sittmmary proceeding and promised to 
keep his men in order, which he did as far 
as the chapel was concerned. 


The war then begun dragged for many 
months. As usual tho burden of the blame 
was Isid upon the wrong people, .The cry 
was ‘ The Leos are in rebellion and must be 
subjagated,’ whereas the real'soutco of the 
evil wasin the Chinese, both the lawless 
lass who enticad the.

DESTRUCTION OF THE SHANGHAI 
COTTON CLOTA MILLS. — 
The N.-U. Daily Neus of the 20th inst. 
gives the following scoount of the destruc. 
tion ‘of the Cotton Cloth Mills at 
Shanghai:~ : » 
- Yesterday morning occurred at Yang- 
taepoo the Isr, firo which hes been 
known in Shanghai pincd the conflagration 
on tha French Concession in, 1879, when 
property, to the value of Tla: 1,600,000: was 
lostroyed, On tha presont oncasion the 
fire totally destroyed the Shanghai Cotton 
‘Cloth Mills on the banks of tho Whang peo, 
and the loss is estimated at at least Jus. 
1,000,000. ‘The land on which the mflis: 
itood “measures 280 mow and- the ‘main 
building -had frontage of 550 feet- one 
way and 80 feet another and was three 
stories high, In thia' bailding on the lower 
floor st-the-NeW.end wors—the-soatching- 
machines, and with these the cotton was 
troated by boatera which made gome 1,400 
revolutions a minute, and as the cotton was 
treated, itcame out of the machines in soft 
| downy rolla which were wound on rollera. 
It wasin this room that the fire commenced ; 
it'‘la supposed that the fearful rapidity ot 
Hthe machines caused the outbreak through 
ome hard’ gubstancs coming in contact with 
the beaters which generated a spark, and 
the cotton being then in o condition of 
high inflammability immediate ry. aught 
fire which spread tapidly, ‘This was at 
about 9.20 om. In a’ few minutes tho 
flames ascended the tower. which sorvad a8 
a etairongs at the corner of the building, and 
in five minutes the flames inside it at thetop 
could be econ. from tho Yangtespoo Station 
There was no time to do anything, but 
Mr Worthington, the assistant in the 
Weaving Department, asked tho uid of 
the Fire Departmont which was refueed, 
the locality of the fire being out of 
the Settlement, Frora the soutching room, 
tho flames ran along the lower floor of the 
building facing the road and ascending fo 
the. ssoond storey, worked along back, till 
they caught the engine housa which joined 
tho main building at the back. This was 
eon in a blaze, a6 was the upper storey and: 
roof of the main building, From the engine 
house the flames spread to a larga godown 
and store room, which contained anong- 
other things a gasntity of oil. Thabuildin 
was on the right, but the Hamos also jumpe 
norogs to the ginning mill on tha left and set 
fire to it too Joining this latter was a 
long two-storied building containing angin- 
ned cotton, and it in-turn- joined a building: 
facing the river, and parallel to the main 
‘building. Continuing this line there wao 
another building also containing cotton, the 
two last buildinga being conneoled by 
bridge.- The fire speedily spread to these 
two and gutted them, but the ginning mill 
was a long time before it finally succumbed, 
the fire not geting a good hold of it till 
after all the other buildings had -been tho- 
‘roughly destroyed. Then the flares ruched 
along with amazing rapidity, and the heat 
was no great tbat people atandiog at least fifty 
yards off, had to retire, Immense volumes 
of smoke issucd from the doomed building, 
while the flames: shot ont many feet from: 


facing the rivor were on fire, eparkes fell on 
the wharf and set fira’ to that, and the 
Chitieso had to let it burn. They had a 
steam engine on the premises and took it to 
the whart, but when the engineer attempted 
to blow the whistle, he broke it and disabled 
the engine. Under the circumstances no~ 
thing could be done of any moment, and the 
flames had full control, notwithstanding the 
puny efforts of the Ohineso with leaky 
buokets and basins of water to extinguish 
them, Pilestof wood and matorial belonging 
to a contrastor who was patting 1p a new 
building inside the square fotmed by the 
other buildicgs, were burnt, as was alsoa row 
of shanticn againat the edge of the bank, but 
atrange to say three trees between thess and 
the otber burning buildings were soaroely 
damaged, Tho last building to burn was 
the engine house of the ginning mill, al- 
though it joined the gianing mill and was 
between it and the main engine which were 
burnt at an early stage, while 4 pile of straw 
on the river bank, between which and the 
main buildings were the stables which wore 
not burnt, caught fire. Last of all the coals 
caught fire and were burning brightly last 
night. Other freaks of the flre were noticed, 
for inatance wost of the scaffolding raund 
tho new buildings whioh were snrrounded 
by the fire wan not burnt, while in the in~ 
terior of the space ocoupicd by the walls of 
this building, © cart oaught fire, and tlé 
hollow head of a stone rammer had firain it 
Walls fell down aver the place, with a shook 
that shook the ground for yards round, and 
scarcely a pizoo of unburnt timber was left 
anywhere, rafts, beams, windows and win- 
dow frames sharing the same tate. 

Many foreigners vicited the scene and I: - 
speotor Wilson, with a foree of Sikhs, was 
carly on the spot and was the means of sav~ 
ing a small quantity of cloth, Tho Mills, 
wo learn, were not insured, the mandarin 
in charge having concluded that it was a 
waste of money, so that when tho last poli- 
cies ran out, he would not renew them, with 
the result that when he found the place on 
fire he attempted to throw himself into the 
flames. Through this fire some 4,000 people; 
are thrown ontof employment,and when the 
fire was diapovered apwards of 2,000 women 
snd girls were at work within the buildings. 
Fortunately all csoaped without injury of 
my. kind, . ; 

‘hers were 27,000 spindles in the main 
building, some 12,000 being of Englich and 
the rest of American make, 


In an ofitorial our contemporary says :—
